the Genera Fund; allowing the General Assembly to authorize the installation
of an ample number of video lottery terminals only at certain locationsin the
State under certain conditions; specifying that the State will not install video
lottery terminals near the border of a state when an arrangement with the state

isin effect; providing that this Act does not apply to certain dot machines;

defining a certain term; and generally relating to interstate revenue sharing.
